In 1775, when the 
price of wheat again went to an al- 
most prohibitive price to the poor 
it was necessary, in France, for the 
troops to guard the markets, and a 
general insurrection was only kept 
down by the prompt mussing of tho 
troops in the disaffected and suffering 
places. The world well knows what a 
formidable part was played on the eve 
of the French revolution by the rise 
in hreadstufTs, and it will be readily 
recalled how frequent since that revo- 
lution were the expressions of popular 
hunger and despair up to the time of 
the enormous expansion of the Ameri- 
can grain production and the fall in 
agricultural prices. It is most pitiful 
to think of people driven by want to 
the cry for bread, a cry which, if made 
too insistently, is answered with bul- 
lets. — Indiunapolis News.
